DEmDLED ACTeON 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation in 
correcting any enters or which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims contain many limitations that lack 
antecedent basis and render the claims indefinite. In claim 1, the working-head side of 
the electric motor" lacks antecedent basis. Further in the claim 1, the recited elements 
of the device have not been structurally correlated with each other so as to make for a 
comprehensive working device. Each element of the combination should be positively 
st forth and structurally correlated to each other. In claim 2, "the center of gravity" lacks 
antecedent basis. In claim 3, "a width of an index finger/thumb" lacks antecedent basis. 
Further such a limitation is indefinite in that it is unclear what makes for a width of an 
index finger/thumb. In claim 4, "the end opposite from the working head' lacks 
antecedent basis. Further in claim 4, it is unclear what makes for a "one-sided . 
widening". In claim 5, the "storage battery" lacks positive recitation in the combination. 
In claim 6, "the side on which the actuating switch is fomned" lacks antecedent basis. In 
claim 7, the "pump plunger" tacks structural location and correlation. In claim 8 the 
bypass valve has not been structurally and operationally defined in order to make for an 
operative device. The "hydraulic tank" of claim 9 has not been structurally correlated 
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with tlie combination. In claim lithe working head fails to define its purpose and 
structural conrelation with the combination. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 , 3-5, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
201 13 238. DE '238 teaches the claimed invention including a working head generally 
at 3, a motor /gear mechanism/pump/tank generally at 10/2b, a gripping region 10/1 1 
(see Fig. 5), and actuating switches at 14 and 16. Regarding claim 4, the member 
10/12 is larger than the area at 1 1 . 

4. Claims 1 , 3, and 7-1 1 and are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Moffatt et al. (See Fig. 1 with operators hand 142 around the tool). 
Moffatt et al. teaches the claimed invention including a working head generally at 22, a 
motor /gear mechanism/pump/tank generally at 48/54/26/42, a gripping region 138 (see 
Fig. 1), and actuating switches at 134. 

5. Claims 2 and 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
